Claims 

2. In claim 1, line 5, the words "said top compartment" have been replaced with the 
words - said first fluid reservoir 

3. In claim 1, line 10, the words "said bottom compartment" have been replaced 
with the words - said second fluid reservoir 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the art of 
record, there is no teaching of a pack with three specific compartments in which a 
water-filtration system is implemented such that two fluid reservoirs are housed in two of 
the compartments and a filter member is located somewhere between the two 
reservoirs. 

Schiltz (US 6,887,379) discloses a water filter and briefly mentions that the filter 
may be implemented in a backpack, however, the filter is located on the drink tube itself 
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rather than between two distinct fluid reservoirs. Schiltz also does not mention fluid 
reservoirs being contained in separate compartments within the backpack. 

Ferguson (WO 200009449) discloses a hydration system, but the filter is located 
on the outside of the pack body, and again, on the drink tube, not between two fluid 
reservoirs. The pack also does not have three separate compartments, two for housing 
fluid reservoirs. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
